Nbwabk, N. J., Ang. 12.— The fiercest 
fln the department of tUi oity hM had 
to contend with in many years, with 
the possible exception of the big grain 
fire at the Biilleu'.iiic brawery a couple 
of months ago, bruke out iu the pluut 
of the Central Sttiuipiug company yes- 
terday afternoon. The front of the 
oompuj'i ptain WM oh New Jeney 
Baihmtd aTenae, and oorered 10 city 
lots on that street. From this branched 
anutlier building, five stories high aud 
76 feet wide, rauuing throagh the block 
to Liberty fltreet. 

From this buildini? there was a wing 
of the sami' size, exteuding from the 
middle of the block through to East 
Fair street. On the aoath side of the 
main building on the avenoe were five 
8-Btory brick boildiugs and on the north 
was a new 2-8tory )£kak atmotare. All 
these were destroyed. The lOM of the 
Oantral istaiiiping oompaoy waa esti- 
mated by State 8enat<Mr Keteham, treas- 
urer of the company, as npwardi of 
$600,000, insurance, |S60,()00. The 
other losaes will aggrM»te |80,000. 

The flamea were aucoverea abont i 
o'clock in the blackMi^h ihci). Srah 
then the fire had a firm hold on the 
botidinc. A general alarm was sent 
iHa, 4iid in 20 minutes every piece of 
ttt ap^liratbi in the city was on the 
wene. FUly thonaand people watched 
the progreaa of the flames. Despite thia 
tons of water thrown on the tire the 
lined, auu wifhin half an hour 
ihts of the bhilding vras a mass 



The flames shot a hundred feet into 
the air at times, and burning' brands 
were carried biocki4 by tlie uiuJ. These 
brands, some of th^-ui many inches in 
length, were canitd on to die roofs ^f 
the builiiiugs a consulorabk- diHtauce 
away, aud tue clicmical I'liKine was 
lii'ljt on till) rush froiu oue Kiitet to an- 
other, putting out the smaller fires. 
Fironu'ii wi re stjtioiit'd dii the roois for 
seviual bl<K'ks wall extiuKuislier^ to put 
out the flames. 

Less than an hour after the first 
alarm was tui neil in tlio walls bef,'au to 
fall. Tlie h(juse at JO Fair street was 
crusliej beneath tiie wall ii"\t to it. In 
tii|is house lived 'bamuel (ilesner and 
Jiis family. The house was flattened 
by tho weight of briek faliuiK upon it 
but the family lost but litlie, as most of 
the belongings had been removed from 
the building when the fire broke out. 

A house at Liljerty street was also 
cauK'ht beneath a idling wall and 
wrecked. Several other nouses were 
badly damaged by falling timbers aud 
bricks. Wlien the main wall foil it 
buried the tracks of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and all traSiu on that road was 
blocked for a time. A number of lire 
men nad narrow e.soapes from being 
buried beneath this wall. 

Fireman John VauHonghten of en 
glue company No. 2 had a narrow escape 
early in the oom-se of the tire. He had 
gone to the roof searching for a positiou 
from which to direct a stream d( water. 
The roof gave way while he wiw on it. 
When he felt it sinking he jumped to 
the KUtter and threw himself over so as 
to hltm itatt the edge with his hands. 
The gutter wiw fllled with boiling tar 
and although his l^uds were bodly 
burned he managed to ciiug to the roof 
until resouea. 

James Parker, who lives at 16 Hamil- 
ton Btteet, was on the roof of his house 
with buckets watching for sparks. In 
throwing wus^r on some of tliem he lost 
his balance uud tell to the ground, ho 
was ouOiy injured about the head, 
shoulders ana arms, but will recover.

Many tlremeu were, also badly socvohed 
and blistered by the heat.

fcUlCIDED IN A CELL, 

Aa KtuliMSlar** Oaatli Ooaata a F«w Roar* 
Altar Hto Arrast. 

Ci.KVELAND, Aug. 12.— George W. 
Loehiiii^r, for several years bookkeeper 
at the city workhouse, was arrested yes- 
terday morning on the oharge of em- 
beazlement of city money. At 7 o'clock 
yesterday evening he was found dead 
in a cell at the Central police station 
under oironmstances which indicate 
suicide. 

On June 9 It was discovered that 
Loehmer had been embezzling funds 
entrusted to him. The shortage 
amounted to about ifii.OOO. He was per- 
mitted to retain hi.s position until his 
friends made good the shorta^je, and 
was tlien dismis.sod. Since then an ex- 
pert luvestigution of the bixiks sliowed 
a further shortage of about jj^.O^K). 
Loehmer was arre.sted at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday iiioi ii.iig. In tlie afrcrnoon he 
made a eouto-sioii ^'i which he admit- 
ted the tiieft of if.i' ),). He w.is then 
apparenrlv in k^'o 1 hoaitli. An iiour 
later he wa- found lyiii^ on the floor of 
his cell l),ee;linH; 'i' t 'i" mouth. 

He was put to beil and a physician 
summoned. The diwtor advi.sed that 
the man bo sent to a liospital. Wlieu 
the ambulance anived to remove hiin 
he wa.s dead. The coroner is investi 
gating the case. Loehmer was ;i8 years 
of age. He hud a wife aud two 'chi 
dren, bnt he aoandoned them soon after 
his crime was di.-^covered aud they arc 
now iu Detroit. For so:ne time he had 
been living here with a woman who is 
belli ve<i to be an iictress aud he was 
with her at a house on Diamond park 
when arrested.

Smith received a wound in the 
neck and one of the tramps hud a bullet 
through his neck. Upon the aiTival of 
the train here the wounded men were 
cared for. The tramp who gave his 
name as John Cuddy of Waterbury, 
Conn., is in a critical condition.

Boston, Aug. 12.— Tlie 8tan<lard 
prints an exhaustive interview with 
Miss Clara .M. (JuBhman of Dedliam 
coucerning the missionary situation in 
China. Miss Coshman was for many 
years a missionary in Pekih, having 
been sent there by the same society as 
that under whose auspices Miss Hart- 
ford has tietm working at Ku-t^heiiK. 

In this interview .Miss Cushiiiau as- 
serts the belief that these latest mas- 
sacres are one of the results of the re- 
cent wars between China and .Jap. in. 
Ku-Cheiig is many hundred miles from 
tiie central government at Pekin, and 
it is probable that the [leople had only 
rumors of the trouble and so got uii 
sorts of stories, some of which may 
hav(i started the trouble. 

"The uninformed Chinese," Miss 
Cushman continue^, "believe that the 
foreign missionaries cut out the eye> 
and hearts of the natives to use for 
medicine. They are quick to accep; 
any story that they hear, so that ti:e 
foreigners there can never tell when a 
mob Mrill come npon them." 

Miss Gnsuman thus deseribes Ku- 
Cheng. 

"Kn-Cheng is quite a distance from 
Foo-Chow up the Miu river. It is a 
walled city of about iK>,000 inhabitant- 
and has the repatation of being a ver^ 
neat and dean city. Loug-Uing is otiil 
further inlaud." 

Miss Hartford has an assistant, Mi 
Wilma H. Ronae of Minnesota, who 
was probably not ih the inas.sacre, as 
her name is not mentioned.

IfMis^ C u-hiiian, being in a po-ition to 
(•'pe.ik of Mi>s Hartford, wlu) so narrow 
]y escaped death at the hands of tiie 
Vegetarians through personal acquain- 
tance, says of her: 

"Miss Hartford was :<ent taKU'Cheug 
in 1NS( l)y the Woman's i'oreif/n Mis- 
siouary Society of the .AIeth(xlist K,;;- 
copal church. She was at that l.nu' a 
very popui.ir teacher iu the public 
schools ol Dover, N. H. She hi'.s no 
father, mot iier, brotiieror sister living, 
but is entirely devoted to her work. 
Althouah tiie live-year term for wliich 
she went has expired, she lias stetidily 
refused to .tocept the vacation, wirli 
privilege of visiting America, sayiii:.'^ 
that she preferred to stay iu China witl 
the work and Anally die th«re. But 
because of iU-he«lth and need of rest 
she had almost made up her mind to 
take the needed vacation when the 
troubles came ou. Mrs. AldermAn of 
Hyde park, the oorreqponding seoretarv 
of the New Ehghmd branch of the so 
dety, has written to her, advising hi r 
to take this oroortunityj, while tut 
country ia settling down again, to come 
to America." 

That trouble has been long brewing 
seems proven by part of a letter re- 
ceived by Mrs. Alderman from Miss 
Hartford. It is dated Foo-Chow, May 
'i, and says: "I was obUged to close the 
woman's and firis' schools April 9, ou 
account of fearaoC local insnrreotioiis. 
The English missions closed their schools 
two weeks earlier, but I had hoped mat- 
ters might clear up, and so hehi on. At 
last I found I could not stand oat alone 
any longer. Every one thought .schoo.^ 
ouirlit to be closed, so I yielded.

LOST A RT DISC OVERED. 

Two nttsberg Maa Claim Tbajr Caa Wald 
Oopfikr to Iroa or Htoal. 

PlTrsKL"u-v Aug. 12. — (ieorge Crom- 
ley. Conn lius Shay and .lohn Kyan, 
iron and steel workers, have discoveri'd 
the lost art of welding copper to iron 
or sti«l. Tiiey show several samples of 
the metals perfectly welded. The last 
record history gives of these metals 
having been welded was in Hoaudana 
via SOO B. U. The value of the disc-ov 
ery comes iu the fact that copper offera 
greater resistance to the action Of salt 
water than any other metal. 

The Carnegie company has offered 
the men a tlzed price for the secret. A 
shop has been fitted up for the men at 
the Homestead plant where the men 
propose to weld a plate of copper to au 
ingot of nickel steel armor mate. The 
Carnegie uompuny hopes to he able to 
cover aU armor plates for the big 
battleships with copper.

Bybacusr. Aug. la. — A Buuduy ex-' 
cursiun train on the Rome, Watertowu 
aud Ogdensburg railroad struck a party 
of pleasure seekers, oonaistiug of James

His earn ago 
wai <HHnoltahed and all of the party 
were thrown over 60 feet.

At N o'clock Caiitain General .Alarti- 
ne/. de C.aiipos ariiveil at the park, ac- 
companied by his sfatt', by tieueral 
Aderius. by the governor and by his 
secretary and by Calvo Mutioz, and pre- 
ceded by tlie Pioneers This is the first 
appearance in public of Captain (ieu- 
eral CaiiiiHis ..^ince the battle of Perale- 
jo, the name by which the battle be- 
tween Maii.iaiiillo and Bayaino on July 
l.'i. Ill which •n'lieral .'-^autocildei WM 
killed, has come to be called. 

.Marshal ( aiiipos is au enemy of per- 
sonal deiiionsri at ions. Nevertheless hf> 
was received h\- all the colouels and offi- 
cers of the voluJiteers, while 15 bauds 
played a grand march. The police were 
not able to restraiu the crowds from 
nishiug out through the barriers to 
greet General Campos, cheering Spain 
A al shouting accdamations for the con- 
i^a.-ror of Paralejo. The enthusiasm 
'■ indescribable and Oeneral Campos 
Was never rei-ieived with more kindly 
(lemonstratious by the people. 

After he had reviewed tlie volunteers, 
Geueral Cau'pos with great emotion de- 
livered a patriotic speech. He said that 
the volunteers were going to protect the 
piautatioiis and property whioh were 
threateued with burning by a mob, 
whose only motto is destmotton, when 
they ought to be, as native Cnbiuii, the 
first to defend this property. 

The volunteers left immediately by 
express train for 'Viller. 

Lieutenant Colonel Rodon, with 800 
troops aud aitillery, left B«yamo to pro- 
tect a convoy which was transported bv 
the River Caute. In El Jndio.nearCOTal* 
ito. he surprised the insnigents witii » 
discharge ot rifle shots by the van guard 
and with five shots from the artulerr . 
The insurgents lost 10 Ulled and 36 
wounded, and were dispsrsed to the 
uiouiifains.

Rennsalakr, Ind., Aug. I'i.—A tor- 
nado of wind, liail and rain struck this 
town yesterday afternoon and lasted 
80 minutes. The storm apiieared to be 
only ulxjut a mile wide. Stables and 
ouibuildm^rs wore de.iiolished. .\ larjje 
hay barn without a floor. o.;cupi(id by a 
family, was transported 100 feet and 
Scattered across tlie railroad track, Xhe 
family and furniture were uniujured. 
The Koman Catholic Church was port- 
ly destroyed. 

The tin roofs on three-fourths of the 
big honaes iu town were cither blown 
off or materially iidured. The dry 
goods stock of Ellis & Murray was iu- 
jnrad l|6,000 to flO,000.

PuiLADEi.rniA, August 5. — A combina- 
tion of working agreement which will 
begin to re^olntioni/.e locomotive build- 
ing throughout the world was formed in 
fhip city to-<lay. Its iiarties are the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, of Phila- 
delphia, and the Westiiighouse Electric 
Companv, of I'ittshurkr. Together thev 
liave neiirly ^^20,000,000 canital, and wifl 
emjiloy over 10,000 men. The official an- 
nouncement of the big deal was made 
this afternoon by a member of the firm 
of Bnrnham, Parry, Williama & Co., 
owners of the locomotive works. The 
coalition of interests will result in the 
early introduction of improved forms of 
electric motors instead of Steam for rail- 
road companies. Though by the agree- 
ment the two cbmpanies will her«N|fter 
work as one, yet both plants will be re- 
tained as they are at present, extensions 
being made as the business warrants. 
There will be a division of the work, th« 
Baldwin (\)nipany taking up such as is 
enitalile to its I'acilitiee. The electrical 
Wfiik will 1k' done iiy the Westinghonse 
Coiiipaiiy. A nicMiiier of tlie big loco- 
motive linn, in speaking of the OMtliUon 
this aitei iiooii, said : 

' We liave been seriously diecuRsing the 
matter ever since tlie latter part of April, 
and. in view of the iiiipioveirients wiiich 
we jointly consider the elc( trical de\el- 
opineiit.^ of riiiiways to h;i\e Keen, wi' 
thought it to our ailvantai;e to coniliine 
our intere-ts, and in fuitherance of that 
|i<->licy have cornluded contracts which 
make a practicnl partnership, and we are 
now prejiared to c(mstnict electric rail- 
ways, locomotives and everything that 
pel tains to electrical operation of rail- 
roads. 

"We liave contracted with an eminent 
engineer, David L. liarnes, of Chicago, 
and expect to push business for all there 
is in it''
